3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The affidavit 
filed 2-1 1-04 is persuasive in overcoming the prior art rejections in view of the claimed 
thermal diffusivity is not possessed by the prior art powders. Applicants argument that 
the boron nitride powders of the 1998 and 1999 quotation had a larger particle size 
than the 2 to 20 microns set forth in the claims is persuasive in overcoming the rejection 
under 102 (b) prior sale. It is noted claims 14 and 15 set forth an agglomerate size 
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however applicant's remarks do not mention the particle in the quotations is an 
agglomerate.
